37 A curious conftru&cd BARREL and FINGER ORGAN, by the late Mr. Gailtfi 
containing the following Scops, viz. flop diapafon, dulciana, flute principle, fifteenth 
and hautboy, the whole enclofed in a Swell, on an improved plan, fo that any ex- 
preflion can be given agreeable to the tafle of the performer: likewife, the STOPS 1 
arc on a Plan entirely New and Convenient, being arranged in form of a fit of 
keys, by which every variety can be given with the greateft eafe to the performer, 
as the flops are taken off at pleafurc by the preflure of the finger on the keys, and 
brought on by repeating the preflure on the fame key. The BARRELS aUo art 
put in motion by the power of water and quickfilver, and while playing, the mecha* 
nical powers are fuch as to work the fwell, change the Hops in every variety that the 
number ot fix will admit, and alfo play the triangle and drum. The whole of the 
above ingenious IMPROVEMENT has lately been invented and executed, and the 
barrels refet by FLIGHT, of Exeter Change. 
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
